PRESERVING NIAGARA FALLS. 


The Report of the the Commission on the 
Purchase of Surrounding Property. 

ALBANY, February 17.—In the Sonate Senator Robb pre- 
sented the report of the Commission of the Niagara Reser- 
vation. The report begins by reciting the facts of the popu- 
lar movement in favor of the preservation of the natural 
scenery of the falls, qhoting ‘Governor Robinson's mes 
sage in 1879 on the subject. After reciting the facts of the 
preliminary legislation the report states that 
the commission resolved to secure the following 


lands: Goat, Bath, Bird, Luna, Chapin and the Three Sis 
ter Islands, and ihe small islands adjacert; the bed of the 
river between the islands, and tue New York mein land, 
and the bed of the river between Goat Island and the 
Canadian boundary, on the main land; the strip of land 
from Port Day along the river bank to Prospect 
Park Cliff and Debria Slope, and all the lands at 


the foot of the Faiis. Ap accompany!
